London. One of the meffeagers arrived at 
the Treafury at 12 o'clock yeflerday, with ex- 
prefes from our Ambaffador at Paris. The dif- 
patches contain 27 account of the arrival of their 
Mof Chriftian Mjeities and their Royal Hich- 
pees the Deuohin and the Princefs tlizabeth at 
Poris, aboot three in the aftergoon on Friday laf, 
efedrted by a flrong detachment cf National 
Guards, under the protectiaa cf three members 
of the National Affembly, Meffrs. Barnave, Pey- 
thien, and La Tour Moubarg, withthe Mayor of 
Varennes (where he was arrefte?} who had given 
their folemn faith for bis fafety. The concovurfe 
of armed citizens chat lined the roads at leaft ten 
miles from Paris, is foid to be immence. ‘Their 
Mjefies entered the capital in en open chariot, 
becween whom was feated one of the three Com- 
m Mioners nominated by the Nattoual Aff>mbly to 
condu&t them oo their return ;another of the Com- 
mifhoners was feated in like maaner between the 
Deuphin and bis filers; and the third charriot 
contained two prijoners, {aid to be thofe who bore 
the principal part in c: nducting the Royal Fami- 
ly’s rout towards Mentz. Before thofe two pri- 
foners, who were in heavy irons, were two ef the 
Natione! Guards, feated on the front of the car- 
riage, with their arms refted apainit them. He 
was received at the city by M. de la Fayette, ac- 
companied by M. Baillie (the Mayor) and other 
General Officers. 

When he arrived at the gates, the flreets were 
Jined with eighty thoufand armed citizens, who at 

¢ {sume time kept the public peace, aad obferv- 
ed a profoand fiience. 

The appetrance was, beyond defcription, tre- 
mendous. He was condaéted firft to the Hotel de 
Ville, where he was received with preat tender- 










tels by the Mijor aad Manicipality; many of 


whom fhed tears at the difgrace and contempt to 
which their jovereiga had jubjected himleif. 

On that evening, his Majeity received notice by 
the Prefident of the National Aflembly, that he 
would be expected to anfwer fome queitions con- 
cerning hs enlevement onthe morrow.

Kingfton, (famaica) July 23.-—A mof fingu- 
lar and calamitous inflance of the ef & of a iud- 
den inundatior, occured on the 78th of lat moath, 
in the [flaud of Cuba, at a piace called the Pa- 
entes Graudes, about Ave miles from the Havan- 
nah, and where the King’s mills for the manu- 
facture of {nuff are ficuated. At this place there 
is ariver, which rens beiween two hills, has jeve- 
ral houfes on its banks, ard is «uch ufed for bath- 
ing by the iohabitants of the city, who, at the 
time ir eotioned, were ther@ in confider: bie num- 
bers. A gentle rain had fallen in the earliet 
part of the day, but shout feven in the evening, 
fuck a deluge poured down, that a perfon who 
was near the {pot, declares that nothing was vifi- 
bie but a large body of water; this coutinned 
failing for near three hours, at the expiration of 
which the river, that on the preceding day had 
been near fifty fect below its banks, overflowed, 
and inandeted the adjacent land; deftroyed in a 
fhort time the whole of the flapenduous mills, 
and feveral dwelling houfes. ‘The confternation 
and terror excited by this fudden vifitation, may 
be more eafily imagined than defcribed; near five 
hundred unhappy perfons perified in the watery 
and the damage fuflained is computed at upwards 
of a miiliqn of dollars.
